Switch Being 


Installed Here 


The New York Central railroad 


has been engaged during the past 
year in installing a new system 
of electric interlocking switches 
at the junction west of town. This 
work has been in charge of from 
twenty-five to thirty electricians 
and others and the new 
device 


v/as put In operation last Thurs- 
day. 


It dispenses with 
all switch- 


men at this point, all of the work 
being electrically ' controlled at 
the central station nearly a mile 
away. An Ingenious arrangement 
at the station is a miniature de- 
rice electrically lit, that is a rep- 
lica of the switches thrown, and 
it automatically tells the operator 
whether he has thrown the right 
switch or not, thus safeguarding 
the public from any mistake from 
that cause.
